Ho 
spoke feelingly, too. of (he great loss 
(he eollece liad suslained in the deatli 
of Dr. .Sciiiiigcr. He claimed that It 
was indeed a year of mourning for the 
college, heiaii.se in addition to the 
Prhx-ipal's decease, the board of gov- 
ernorr, had lost some Of its most prom- 
inent ineinbers. 

He thereupon called upon .Mr. Wm. 
Birks '(I voice iho appreciation of 
those who had lived for others and had 
died lamented by tliose who had learnt 
to appreciate them in bii.=<iness. In 
charKy and in personal friend^hiji. 
Mr. Birks, in naming the la(e Messrs. 
Morrice, Macaulay, Robertson and 
Rober( Munro, proclaimed them as 
sincere and hopeful, faKhful, yet un- 
obtrusive, acconiplisbing their busi- 
ness and charitable works all tite more 
nobly because of their close connec- 
(ion wKh the church. 

Changes In FacoHy Work. 

Dr. Fraser arose once more to an- 
nounce (he changes In (he work of the 
Faculty, necessKated by Dr, Scrlm- 
ger s death. He 8(a(cd, too, that there 
were forty men already registered in 
tlie (rjllege -n lean year, yet only (o 
be e.xpecled beeauHe of the call (o 
arms, which had l)epn nn.swered by no 
less than .frvciiieen of the Tresliyter- 
ian students. The acting Principal 
Iheii named these men fighting for 
King and i-ounlry, saying that the col- 
lege was proud of tho.se who had thus 
seen fit to make the supreme sacrifice. 

Next as chairman he introduced to 
the audience (he Rev. George Duncan, 
of St. Andrew's Church of Scotland, 
as the speaker of the evening. Mr, 
Duncan, he said, had always shown 
great Interest in tbe education of theo- 
logical students. 

Dr. .ScrlmffprN tife. 

The speaker began nindrsily by of- 
fering an apology for his iinpieparert- 
ness. The invUatlon. he said, was a 
signal honor, as unexpected sh it wn.s 
undeBerved. In a word, he comraend- 
rd Dr. Fraser for the dignity and 
graeo with which he filled the Prlnei- 
pal s chair. Then turning to the stu- 
dents, he told them (bat they had the 
best set of professors that any college 
could ever wish for. "1 know them all 
peiKonally. and I congratulate you In 
being privileged to receive your tialn- 
ing from (hem," he said. 

Thus iniroducing hImBelf, the emin- 
ent Scotsman began in his own elo- 
quent and Impressive way an addiess 
which will be long remembered by his 
audience. Taking Dr. .Serimgcrs life 
as an illustration, he pointed oui ihat 
(he late Principal had found evidence 
of Christ's value in the. lives of men 
by his own personal experience. Dr. 
Scrlmger, he said, taught broad and 
comprehensive views of the Kingdom

Last April, before Colonel Birkett s 
Hospital Corps set sail for England, a 
branch of McGill Y..M.C.A, was or- 
ganized as a voluntaiT association for 
the purpose of providing comforts for 
the unit, and the wounded soldiers In 
their care. 

A strong executive was elected with 
Colonel Birkett as patron and honor- 
ary president. From the sUrt Colonel 
Birkett did all in his power to help 
the men. with the result that the .Mc- 
Gill Y..M.C.A. field branch left Mont- 
real with quite a complete camp 
equipment. 

Thi.'* has been very consideiably 
augmented since the sla.s in tJiigland 
and now in l-'rancr. ihey have a big 
marquee with reading and writing ma- 
terial sufficient for the whole unit. 
They run a bank deposit and stamp I 
business; they have an extensive llb- 
laiy. a camp organ and hymn books, i 
all latest mugazines, and in addition | 
cai ry a supply of socks, towels, hand- I 
kerchiefs, eti\, for needy cases. 

The Kcnernl secretary, E. A. Corbett, 
receives a monthly reiiorl of their 
work, and so far has been able to 
raise enougli money to supply their i 
demands. 

The last report was sent in a few 
weeks ago, and is given In full be- 
low: 

Crossing to France. 

France, July 28th, 1915. 
A continuation of. our report, this 
time of the progress of affairs and 

outline of adventure of the McGill 
Y.M.C.A. Field Branch since we left 
England and while we were getting 
settled In France. 

Shortly after the posting of the last 
report wc received orders to be all 
packed. Then on a .Monday night, 
about (he lime for "last post," we were 
(old to get into our clothes prepara- 
tory to leaving at once. Many of the 
fellows did leave at once for duty at 
the station, while the others slept in 
full inarchliiK order. The V..M. was 
packed and ready as far as the small 
amount of supplies went. Those sup- 
plies were carried along with the 
(juartcrinaslcr's sioies. 

The corps first slopped at Soulh- 
nmplon and there had a real "whale 
of a time." Of course, there was 
fatigue duty for everybody someiime 
or other, and Uie Y.M. men were there 
to load tbe boat, etc., as required. Our 
temporary camp was on the Common 
at (he Rest Camp. Right handy was a 
Y.M.C.A. hilt and a SI. John's Ambul- 
ance hut. These treated us royally. 
At the St. John s Hut we were given 
free "eats" and the V..M.C.A was ).lan- 
nlng a banquet for us. Lord Radstnrk 
was (o be (he chairman. Our offfrr:-. 
were to be invited. You know about 
this from a previous letter. It fell 
through owing to our early departure 
nut In place we were given fruit to 
eat as we left the harbor. This kind- 
ness on the part of (he Y.M. and St. 
John's Ambulance is only indlcallve of 
the general feeling of Ihe (ownsfolk 
towards us and all of us appreciated It 
very much. 

I'leld Rranch .irtive. 

Here in our permanent camp the 
Field Branch has been quite active. 
Writing paper and Ink was supplied as 
heretofore. .Magazines were left for 
use; also newspapers were distribut- 
ed (o as many as possible. Hut these 
for" a while were far from enough lo 
meet the demands of the incn. There 
existed almost a famine for reading 
matter. But for some days past (his 
has been changing. The Y.M. wi(h Its 
usual energy wrote to most of (he 
leading publication.'» in England for 
assistance. Many of these responded 
liberally. Thus, with some supplies 
sent by other friends the need has 
been partially met. 

An enclosed letter will show you 
that we are soon to be in possession 
of a small library of popular fiction. 
This is to be augmented by a recent 
order for more books. In spite of our 
own need we hare been able to supply 
some old magazines to those who were 
not only almost but altogether with- 
out anything in read. AVhrn we have 
patients the need will \\f greater than 
ever, but we hope lo be able lo meet It. 

For the first two Sundays here we 
felt the need of a real religious ser- 
vice. True, we cxnild "dress up" and 
go to services In other linos, but some- 
how the right atmosphere did not ex- 
ist. But tbe Religious Secretary was 
ready. Yon do not need a bouse to wor- 
ship. AVhat could be better than a 
meeting held under the roof of heav- 
en? There was no organ, no piano. 
Jusi an accordion and someone to set 
the tune. Everybody could some In 
their fatigue suit.s and be at case. 
Prayer, hymns, and a snappy talk 
made ui> the service. There were only 
two of these services held while the 
sun was going down and out on the 
hillside, but they were much ap- 
preciated and well attended. Thp 
speaker on one occasion was Stigt. 
Harold White and A. L. Richards. 
Sergt. Colon deserves much crcdi; for 
acbleving this result.

A graduate ot McGlU, who is it the 
Dardanelles with a hospital unit form- 
erly stationed in France, writes as fol- 
lows: 

•'France was a paradise compared to 
this hole. Napoleon was In Heaven at 
St. Helena in comparison with us. 
This is a rotten, barren hole — not a 
blade of grass or a house, no butter, 
no milk, no ice, rotten sour bread, and 
flies so thick you always carry a fly- 
swatter to keep them off. 

"Here we are in tents; all our oper- 
ating is done In tents. We broke all 
records two days after landing. We 
were receivlne patients from (he fir- 
ing line, and within a few hours had 
nearly 500. We are likely to be here 
for the winter. 

"Only another officer and myself 
have been free from sickness. We 
have a few nurses here, but they have 
all been sick, and will likely return to 
England. The roar of the guns almost 
deafena you at times. Here is another 
big buncb of ahot and injured, so must 
leave."

military corps, which came to be a 
reality .Monday afternoon, when some 
forty men expressed their desire for 
such nn organization, and their will- 
ingness to back It and support it in 
every way possible, says the Campus. 
Captain Henry R. Allen (retired), ot 
the National Guard and New York 
State Reserves, first gave a short ad- 
dress to the fellows who turned out 
In the g>nn. He said that the primary 
object In forming such a corps Is for 
national defense; to train men who 
will be able to act as volunteer offi- 
cers to train, in turn, the millions ot 
Ignorant volunteers who would imme- 
diately res|)ond to a call If the coun- 
try were Invaded or threatened by the 
danger of Invasion, for It Is upon the 
volunteers that the nation would have 
to depend to save itself, tor our regu- 
lar army is woefully small and our 
militia regiments and separate com- 
panies are in such a disorganized and 
unprepared state, except in a few 
states like New Y^ork, that they would 
he but little better than untrained 
volunteers.. 

The War Department, clearly per- 
ceiving this dangerous situation. Is en- 
deavoring to remedy it in three ways. 
The first is by compulsory military 
training In the so-called land-grant 
colleges. These Institutions, in return 
for free land, arc required to give at 
least one hour a week of military 
training the able-tiodied students. Cor- 
nell Is one college In this class. The 
second is by means of the summer 
college-men's camps, which need no 
description, and the third is by en- 
couraging the formation of rifle clubs, 
furnlsliing the members with rifles, 
and allowinK ilieni the use of the state 
and national ranges. 

But the neviy-formed volunteer 
corps In this college Is a distinct inno- 
vation and undoubtedly will piove 
valuable In many waj's to the nation, 
to the college, and lo the individual. 
The first Is obvious. The second may 
need some explanation, however. The 
corps will be a first-rate adverticie- 
ment, as It is nique and very different 
from what any other college has. Fur- 
thermore, the prospect of military 
training, not merely mechanical drill- 
ing, lint tlir inteiTsling study of (ac- 
ll(K. strategy, etc., will prove highly 
.Tliraciive to many young men. Kinal- 
ly as to the third point, oveiy oni.' 
knows the value of discipline and llin 
highly tieneflclal physical results oi 
luilltai y training.

;0f God, because of this experimental 
itest. Rcc.'ting an incident from liis 
'own studcnis days in Glasgow, wlicn 
the famous scientist, Lord Kelvin, Iiad 
laddressed tbcm on the subject of "Tlic 
Fact of Christ," and had compnrcd the 
attempt of the searcher for tlip nu- 
•tlienttelty of Christ to the ppologisi 
.who tried to place every boulder or 
'peculiar outcrop into some strutuni. 
Kelvin's conclusion was that such 
boulders wore finr lo scr from. So, 
said the speaker, arc some of the facts 
:in the life of Christ. 

The White Invnlnerable. 
Then carrying this truth with him, 
-.;Mr. Duncan proclaimed that wo were 
on 'the evo of an interpretation of the 
•universe that would not pprmlt juan- 
kind to ignore the fact of Christ. As 
the nature was the outer voicp of God, 
•so Christ was ilio Inner voice that up- 
'.pealed to the soul. To gpi tlipu in 
touch with Christ was to gpt our pyrs 
>opened to the spiritual. Xcvrr was 
ithere a grralpi' diancr or a prriitrr 
idangcr in undertaliinK tlic work of ilic 
iminlstry. I'ooiilp were inorp serious 
iat the present inoiiiput and loss tiifii- 
ident in speaking of divine things. Tlip 
'materialistic in life and religion was 
kat this present time going up in smoke. 

The speaker claimed, loo, that Christ 
was present In the war to-day not only 
as the comrade in white invulnerable, 
but also in tlic hearts of those who 
fought for Justice and right. Christ, 
he said, has come into Mis own. Men 
are going, living sacrifices, as Christ 
went to figlil and to dip. To-day, ho 
.said, the trench can Irncli tlie few, and 
woe be to the pcrlpsiaslic wiui dared 
refuse Conimunion to any who had 
been purified and elevated by meeting 
Christ on the common ground of self- 
sacrifice. 

tirtdliiiess— llumniieness. 

This, .Mr. Duncan proclaimed, was ' 
what Clii'iKl came for. not nicrrly lo 
save souls, l)ut to enalile tlipin lo save 
themselves in service. The Cross to- 
day stands for the antithesis of self- 
ishness, and there is not a selfish man 
In Europe to-day. But the Cross is 
also God's sign of godliness. There- 
fore, said the speaker, after this war 
godliness will be humancnes. The 
Prussians say in effect to Christ. 
"Come down from the Cross and show 
us Thy glory." The Christian says. 
"Come not down, but remain in Thy 
supreme glory the Divine self-sacri- 
fice." .It is a case, the speaker con- 
tinued, of tlic mailed fist against the 
nailed hand ; of grab against give, and 
the Cross will l)e an anli-clima,\. 

It is ours, .Mr. Duncan concludrd, lo 
rise and help. Scivicr i.s ilic highcsi 
expression of a spiiinial life, and llie 
only true blessedness lies in helping 
to bear the cross of some true saviour. 
■The Cross is still worth living for. We 
arè finding by this emblem that our 
soul as an 12nipirc has awakened at 
the call of another's need. The day of 
a new 'world is at hand, and our do- 
minion needs a call to dedicate its best 
to God an well as lo its political aims. 



'Phen dreams and realities will go hand 
in hand. 

On the conclusion of fiev. Mr. Dun- 
can's speech, the meeting was brought 
to n close by the singing of the na- 
tional anthem, and the pronouncing of 
the benediction.

'I'lie fdi nial opening takes place on 
riiursilay evpniuR In the Convocation 
Hall, ai S.l,"i, when there will be n 
special coinoc alion, al which the Lord 
Dishop will ;)!(M(ie. Tlie convocation' 
address will he ilelivered by the flight 
niltev. .\. ^. Doiill, liishop of Kootenay, 
and the degrpe of Doctor of Divinity 
in Course will hp coiifpired upon a 
I'ornior sludont of the college, the liev. 
U. C. IJlagravp, IJ.A., U.D., of Oelle- 
villc. Out. It is hoped that the Aich- 
bishop of .\ova Scotia will ho i)resent 
lo confer the degree in person. 

The annual conference of ihc Alumni 
Association is now in sestsion. Two 
(|ulct days are being conducted by the 
Itlght Rev. Bishop Doull, and on 
Thursday a programme of papers and 
discussions wM be carried f'Ut in lUu 
Cniivdcaiioii I'all of the colieRP. The 
Hev. .1. i;. iTp, ,M,A., roc;or of All 
Salnis', is pi ' .aident of the issccinti ii'. 
'I'lie quiei ila.vs are open lo all the 
clergy (ii Ihc dioi esp, and arc being 
atUiMied liy mIxiuI niiiely members, tlic 
spi vices Ijciiig in .SI. Sicphcn's Churcli, 
Wercdale Park, W'esimoiinl. 

Of Ihe fifteen sliidcnis at the front, 
several liave been wounded, lull have 
reliiriied lo (inly, One of Iheiu, Plo. 
Albert Viclor Murdwick, was taken 
prisoner at Lanagcmarck. He was 
first reported as dead, and an impres- 
sive and largely attended memorial 
service was held at the college in his 
honor. He afterwards wrote that he 
was a prisoner in Germany, and that 
he bad applied lo the German authori- 
ties for permission to carry on mis- 
sionary work amongsl his SOO fellow- 
prisoners. They agreed to give him 
permission provided he had proper 
aiillioiily. anil so he wrote lo the 
lîisliop of .Montreal, who has scut hlra 
the necessary aiiihorization.

But these evening services now are 
no longer needed. Some time ago ^n 
orders we read the following, "The 
Rev, A. P. Shalfoid is allotted to this 
unit as Chaplain." A few days laler 
llie following was iiosled, "The Uev. 
A. P; Shalfoid rpporlcd for duty," It 
was very welcome news, few of the 
men had not already heard him or 
heard of him. 'I'he good news spread 
and all rejoiced. The Chaplain con- 
ducts two services every Sunday — 
one in the morning, the regular 
church imradc service; the other in 
the evening. They are most instrtic- 
tlvc and helpful to a slumhling Cliils- 
tlan. Captain, the Chaplain, is ihoi- 
oughly in sympiithy wiih our woik. 
lie is rpady to lielp us and we are will- 
ing to to-opeiate with him. II means 
a widening of luir activities and an 
increase in the good ihai we can do. 

Pay day comes around like all oth- 
er things, and of course the banking 
system did its little bit. Since com- 
ing to France some f),500 francs (or 
$L100.00) have been deposited In the 
bank In n neighboring town. 

A short description of the V..\l. 
quarters inlghl be of inieresi. Ii is a 
bell tent like all the rest of ihe men's 
lenls. A ring of white chalk stones 
goes around the outer row of pegs. Tu 
Ihe right of Ihc door is Ihe V. .\l. 
triangle, in the t^eulie of which is an 
asbestos board on edge, hearing the 
letters Y..M.C.A. On the left side is a 
white chalk rock into which Malcolm 
has carved the words "McGILL Y. .M. 
C. A." I am going lo try to Insert a 
rude drawing of this work of art 
which has received the eongralula- 
lions of the Colonel. Over Ihe door- 
way Is a McGlll Banner. Inside re- 
sides Richards and his I wo heuciimen 
—.Malcolm and Craik. Inside we fiiiil 
also the V. .M. supplies. It is small, 
but it Is put to great use. It is big 
enough to supply a hospital corps 
I with writing paper, magazines, etc. It 
, is big enough to be a banking system. 
I It is big enough to have regular 
nible study circles. Big enough to 
want to do more and yet to be satis- 
fied to work under limitations of sup- 
plies and room. 

IIMoniy** 3loii(i;omery. 
But these are only temporary quar- 
ters. Within the last twenly-foiir 
hours we learned that we were lo he 
given a tent, a large marquee teni lor 
use In conjunoliou with ihe Cluiplain 
of this unit. We furnish il and gel 
supplies and have charge of it during 
the week while the Chaplain has 
charge of it on Sundays. We believe 
this the- best workable plan we could 
have when we arc' situated as wo are 
now. 

Just before leaving Montreal Sergl. 
Currle was given his discharge in or- 
der that he might lake a commission 
with the McOill Overseas Company. 
To fill his place Corporal Clirislio 
was promoted to the rank of .sergl. 
When he left r':ngland, Sergt. Cliris- 
lio remained in London, This left a 
vacancy in Ihc Y. executive. The 
duties of Social Secretary were 
thought to be too arduous for one mau 
and after due considei^tion Pte, Lornc 
C. Montgomery was asked to work 
with H. L Evans as Social Secretary. 
We trust that Monty's ability will be 
of great value tu the social life of the 
Camp. 

The work of the Y. M, Is greatly 
strengthened by the assislnnce of two 
committees, one in ly)ndon and thp 
other in Sheffield. In this we are 
peculiarly fortunate and for this are 
thankful to our President. It further 
is one of the "so called circumstances" 
arranged by the Great Leader that wo 
should he able to work wlih thèse 



committees although it appears to be 
only natural for Richards to be ac- 
quainted with these people. 

Ilnve I'ortable Or(;nn. 

The Committee in London is com- 
posed of some of the members of the 
"Bible Class Union of Great Britain." 
Mr. iM-ivington. the editor of the "Bible 
Class Review," who Is closely con- 
nected with Stuart Ilolden's work In 
London, has promised lo look after 
our literature supplies, etc. lie has 
already sent a large parcel of French 
.\o\v Testaments and French hooklels. I 
Sonic of lis Canadians are usiug llicso 
lo learn more of the French language. 
Later llu-y will lie passed on lo Ihose 
who need theni more than we do. 
Among the other first fruits is a port- 
able organ. This organ is a "real 
dand.v." Its sweet tone has already 
done much lo make powerful the Sun- 
day services we have had. 

The other Conimillee in Sheffield is 
conijiospd of wpll known men of Ihe 
city wlin are preiiaied lo stand by us 
in sending out regular supplies of 
towels, socks, soai), handkerchiefs, 
el p., etc. All supplies are sent grails, 
nut the Executive was strongly of the 
opinion that nominal prices should be 
charged to those who could pay and 
llip nioupy sent to slrengllipu the 
work of Ihe Commltlec. For all cases 
of real need we are, however, only 
loo glad lo supply at (mee the neces- 
sities wp havo. provided ihey wear the 
uniform of our King or of our allips. 
.Itidging from the parcpis already re- 
ceived the goods are of excellent 
quality and well suited for the needs 
of soldiers In active service. 

Ililerest of Officers. 

Another poinl of iiileiesi is the con- 
liniied inleiest shown by llie officers 
commanding tl-.is unii, Col. Hirkett and 
l..ieut.-Col. Yales. They are, perhaps, 
the busiest men in the unit, yet they 
— Col. Birkctt in particular — have en- 
coui^ged us In our endeavors and are 
willing that wp should do our utmost 
Id nicpl Ihe upeds of the men on the 
larger scale we have outlinpd. At thp 
' i pquest of Col. Itirkelt we put into 
tlicir liands a memorandum of our 
lilans. This lie proiulsod to use for 
Ihe iiiirposp of securing a large mar- 
qpp Ipul for us. 

Mere il is luppt that the scntiinenis 
of the men should be expressed. They 
see in ihe Y. M. a vital necessity for 
their welfare. They know from the 
work already dôno thai more could be 
done in beitpi- circiinistancps. Tlipy 
were very anxious ihal a place for re- 
prpation he provided and are very glad 
lo hear of our arrangements wiili the 
Chaplain and O.C's of Ihe unit. Among 
the men who are prominent in this 
are Sergt. Pedley, Corp. Tingling, and 
Corp. Gouan. Pie. Sciives, Keeping. 
.Manning, Gall, Ahell, Ross and many 
others. Two men In particular dc- 
servc special mention for their assist- 
ance — .Malcolm and Craik. These two 
occupying the same tent as Richards, 
have only heeii loo glad to help him 
In his work. When work pressed on 
him they even attended to sonic iier- 
snnnl wants, such as wnsbinf his 
dishes, etc. So great has their help 
been that the Kxpculive iuslrucled Ihe 
Secretary to write a personal letter of 
appreciation and thanks. Here also I 
would like to make mention' of the 
valuable work rendered by Victor 
Lapp. The President feels that in him 
he has a most reliable and trustworthy 
assistant. The success of the bank- 
ing Is in a measure due to his un- 
stinted aid, and nil is done in that 
quiet and iinassiiiuing way that makes 
him "great." 

Kunds \re .Veeded. 
Now there remains a very imporl- 
] ant matter to he mentioned. The 
i small sum we had in Ihe first instance 
lias iiraclically disappeared. We have 
found it necessary to secure general 
supplies, the expenses of which have 
been met and are being met by Ihp 
; fellows standing by us with funds un- 
' til some support comes from Mont- 
real. If we furnish the Y. M. as It 
ought to be furnished a large sum of
